New Delhi, the 30 th December 1965 

G.S.R- 2034.—In exercise ol the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order further to amend the Punjab Paddy (Export Control) Order, 
1959, namely:— 

1, This Order may be called the Punjab Paddy (Export Control) Amendment 
Order, 1966. 

2. In the Punjab Paddy (Export Control) Order, 1959,— 

(1) for sub-clauses (1) and (2) of clause 1, the following sub-clauses shall 
respectively be substituted, namely:—- 

“(1) This Order may be called the Northern Zone Paddy (Restriction on 
Export) Order, 1959”. 

‘‘(2) It extends to the States of Punjab and Haryana and the Union terri¬ 
tory of Chandigarh”.; 

(2) in clause 2,— 

(a) in sub-clause (a), for the words “State of Punjab" a<nd for the word* 
"outside the State”, the words “Northern Zone” and “outside the 
Zone”, shall respectively he substituted. 
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(b) for sub-clause (cj., the following sub-clauses shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

“(bb) “Northern Zone’’ means the territory comprising the States of 
Punjab and Haryana and the Union Territory of Chandigarh.; 

(c) “State Government” means the Government of either State comprised 
in the Northern Zone or the Administrator of the Union Territory 
of Chandigarh”. 
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G.S.R. 2035 . —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order further to amend the Inter-Zonal Wheat and Wheat Products 
(Movement Control) Order, 1984, namely:-— 

1. This Order may be called the Inter-Zonal Wheat and Wheat Products (Move¬ 
ment Control) Fourth Amendment Order, 1966. 

2. In the Inter-Zonal Wheat and Wheat Products (Movement Control j Order, 
1964 .— 

(i) in item (i) to the second proviso to clause 3, for the words ‘State of 

Punjab”, the words "State of Punjab or Haryana or the Union Ter¬ 
ritory of Chandigarh” shall be substituted; 

(ii) in the Schedule, for the entry against “Zone I”, the following entry 

shall be substituted, namely:— 

“The States of Punjab, Haryana and Uttar Pradesh and the (Jnlon Terri¬ 
tories of Chandigarh, Himachal Pradesh and Delhi excluding the 
rationed area specified In the Delhi Rationing Order 1965”. 
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G.S.R. 2036.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the ^-sential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order further to amend the Rice (Northern Zone) Movement Control 
Order, 1958, namely:— 

1. This Order may be called the Rice (Northern Zone) Movement Control 
Amendment Order, 1966. 

2. In the Rice (Northern Zone) Movement Control Order, 1958,— 

(1) for sub-clause (2) of clause 1, the following sub-clause shall be sub¬ 

stituted, namely:— 

“(2) It extends to the States of Punjab and Haryana and the Union 
territories of Himachal Pradesh and Chandigarh”. 

(2) in clause 2, for sub-clauses (c) and (e), the following sub-clauses shall 

respectively be substituted, namely:—- 

“(c) "Northern Zone” means the territory comprising the States of Punjab 
and Haryana and the Union Territories of Himachal Pradesh and 
Chandigarh”. 

“(e) “State Government” means the Government of the State of Punjab, 
or of Haryana, or the Administrator of the Union territory of 
Himachal Pradesh or of Chandigarh within their respective jurisdic¬ 
tion.” 

(3) In clause 3 A,— 

(a) in sub-clause (b),— 

(i) for the words “Government of the State of Punjab” occurring in 
the opening paragraph the words “State Government concerned” 

shall be substituted; 

(ii) in item (iv) of the proviso, for the words “State of Punjab”, the 

words “State of Punjab or Haryana or the Union territory of 

Chandigarh” shall be substituted. 

(b) In the Explanation at the end, for the words “Punjab State taordcr”, 

the words “the borders of the States of Punjab and Haryana and 
the Union territory of Himachal Pradesh” shall be substituted. 
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
